RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Prices  advanced  on  slaughter  steers  and 
heifers  after  two  consecutive  weeks  of  decline. 
Higher  dressed  steer  and  heifer  beef  was  a 
factor  prompting  the  upturn  in  the  live  market, 
but  curtailed  receipts  were  probably  the  para- 
mount factor.  The  number  of  steers  and  heifers 
sold  out  of  first  hands  for  slaughter  at  the 
seven  markets  totaled  91,300  head  compared 
122,500  a  year  ago.  For  the  week  slaughter 
steers  sold  strong  to  $1.00  higher  and  heifers 
strong  to  75 #  higher.  Slaughter  cows  were 
steady  to  50£  lower.  Seasonally  literal 
supplies  of  feeder  cattle  and  calves  sold 
steady  to  500  lover.  Barrows  and  gilts  closed 
the  week  steady  to  750  higher,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  25-500  lower  prices  at  Sioux  City 
and  Sioux  Falls.  Slaughter  lambs  sold  25 0- 
$1.00  lower. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Prices  on 
slaughter  steers  and  heifers  turned  higher 
following  two  consecutive  weeks  in  which  the 
trend  was  lower.  Steers  sold  strong  to  $1.00 
higher  with  heifers  strong  to  750  higher,  ex- 
cept mostly  $1.00  up  at  Chicago.  Steers  over 
1150$  and  heifers  over  900^  generally  enjoyed 
the  most  dependable  demand,  but  weight  was  not 
as  much  a  price  determining  factor  as  during 
recent  weeks.  Cows  were  very  uneven,  selling 
steady  to  500  lower,  except  $1.00  higher  at  St. 
Paul  where  this  class  made  up  20  percent  of  the 
run.  Bulls  were  weak  to  $1.00  lower.  Vealers 
at  St.  Louis  and  St.  Paul  closed  steady  to 
$1.00  higher.  Cattle  prices  have  been  very 
quick  to  respond  both  up  and  down  to  the  volume 
of  receipts  over  the  past  several  weeks  as  most 
packers  have  found  live  cost  relatively  high  in 
relation  to  carcass  beef  prices  and  hold  each 
day's  purchases  to  a  minimum.  Bulk  of  the 
slaughter  run  at  most  points  was  comprised  of 
Good  and  Choice  with  Prime  making  up  only  7 
percent  of  the  steer  run  at  Chicago,  against  11 
percent  last  week  and  15  percent  one  year  ago. 
Cows  comprised  n  percent  of  the  twelve  market 
receipts.

with  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  1175-1350#  $29.50- 
31.75.  At  other  points  loadlots  high-Choice 
and  Prime  1000-1300/?  cashed  at  $29.50-30.00. 
Bulk  Choice  $27.75-29.25,  up  to  $30.50  for 
loadlots  over  1200#  in  Chicago.  Most  Good 
brought  $24.50-28.00;  Standard  and  low-Good 
$22.00-25.00. 

Slaughter  heifers:  Loadlots  mixed  Choice 
and  Prime  900-1100#  brought  $27.50-28.50,  two 
part  loads  Choice  and  Prime  1125-1150#  $29,00- 
29.25  in  Chicago.  Bulk  Choice  brought  $26.00- 
28.50;  Good  $23.00-26.50.  Standard  and  low- 
Good  cashed  at  $21.00-23.50. 


FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Receipts  of  feed- 
er cattle  and  calves  at  terminal  markets  were 
seasonally  liberal  but  even  so  fell  short  of  the 
weekly  numbers  marketed  during  October  in  many 
previous  years.  The  movement  of  both  cattle  and 
calves  from  western  and  northwestern  areas  in- 
creased in  tempo  and  overall  quality  was  at  a 
seasonally  high  level  with  a  relatively  large 
percent  of  the  shipments  in  the  Choice  grade  and 
moderate  numbers  of  mixed  Choice  and  Fancy, 
Trading  generally  was  only  moderately  active  and 
prices  ruled  steady  to  500  lower.  The  press  of 
field  work  kept  some  potential  buyers  away  from 
market  centers  but  the  trend  also  reflected  a 
more  cautious  buyer  attitude  in  the  face  of  the 
irregular  and  at  times  decidedly  bearish  demand 
for  slaughter  cattle  which  has  been  in  evidence 
the  past  several  weeks.

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Hog  supplies  at 
the  12  markets  continued  to  arrive  in  very  un- 
usual proportions.  On  Monday  these  receipts 
were  the  smallest  for  that  day  in  a  number  of 
years .  Above  normal  runs  appeared  the  following 
day  and  Sioux  Falls  reported  the  largest  single 
day  run  at  that  center  since  December,  1959. 
There  was  a  seasonal  increase  of  barrows  and 
gilts  weighing  230-260#  throughout  the  circuit 
and  the  average  weight  of  this  class  at  the  8 
markets  was  estimated  2-3#  heavier  than  the  pre- 
vious week.  Sow  receipts  were  down  1  percent, 
this  class  comprising  10  percent  of  the  8-market 
supply.  Compared  with  the  previous  week's  close, 
barrows  and  gilts  were  steady  to  750  higher, 
mostly  25-500  higher.  Sows  generally  were 
steady  to  500  higher,  with  advances  of  5O0-$1.OO 
recorded  at  St.  Louis  and  Indianapolis.  Sioux 
Falls  and  Sioux  City  were  exceptions  to  the 
general  trend  with  barrows  and  gilts  25-500 
lower  and  sows  steady  to  25 0  off.

16.25. 

Average  cut-out  value  advantage  of  U.  S. 
No.  1  over  No.  3  live  basis  200-220#  barrows 
and  gilts  was  $.97  per  cwt.  based  on  wholesale 
carlot  prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chicago 
October  4  to  October  10,   1962  inclusive. 

Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota  receipts 
totaled  382,000  compared  with  312,000  a  week 
earlier  and  399,000  a  year  ago.     U.  S.  1-3  200- 
25C#  weights  made  up  bulk  of  barrows  and  gilts 
offered  but  greater  proportion  230-250#  with 
small  increase  in  heavier  butchers.     Average 
weights  estimated  5#  heavier  than  a  year 
earlier.     Sows  about  8  percent  of  receipts. 
Prices  for  butchers  under  240#  advanced  35-75 0; 
heavier  weights  35-550;     sows  40-600,  mostly

LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  beef  sold  steady 
to  $1.00  lower,  except  50(6  higher  at  New  York} 
cow  beef  steady  to  $2.00  lower;  veal  $2. 00-6. 00 
lower  except  steady  at  Baltimore;  lamb  steady  to 
$2.00  lower;  pork  loins  strong  to  $3.00,  mostly 
$1.00-3.00  up  with  the  full  advance  at  New  York; 
other  listed  pork  cuts  generally  $1.00-5.00 
lower,  except  fresh  skinned  hams  steady  to  $1.00 
higher  at  Washington  and  all  fresh  cuts  $1.00- 
2.00  higher  at  Baltimore. 

Prices  for  kosher  steer  forequarters  were 
5O0-$1.OO  higher  and  the  trend  was  fully  $1.00 
lower  for  lamb.   Bulk  kosher  dressed  veal  and 
calf  foresaddles  were  $1.00-2.00  lower. 

Supplies  were  normal  at  Eastern  markets 
with  allowance  for  non-work  days.   Trading  in 
general  was  fairly  active  under  moderately  broad 
demand  which  heavily  favored  beef  forequarter 
cuts,  lamb  hinds addles  and  pork  loins.  Beef 
chucks  were  forerunners  this  week  and  rib  outlet 
fairly  broad.  Rounds  met  rather  wide  distribu- 
tion at  New  York  where  ribs  from  700-900#  car- 
casses held  best.   Veal  and  calf  was  under 
pressure  for  second  week's  running  and  most  de- 
cline was  recorded  on  lower  grades  which  pre- 
dominated.  Poor  demand  for  lamb  fores  and  con- 
centrated buying  power  on  legs  and  hindsaddles 
was  the  pattern  for  lamb  at  most  markets.   Pork 
loins  moved  well  at  the  several  markets  with 
outlet  uneven  for  other  cuts.  Washington  re- 
ported small  carryover  of  beef  loins  and  ribs 
along  with  lamb  foresaddles,  while  at  New  York 
some  veal  and  calf  was  unsold,  otherwise  clear- 
ances broad. 

CHICAGO  -  Steer  beef  sold  5O0-$1.OO  higher 
for  the  week,  heifer  beef  $1. 50  higher,  veal 
$2.00-3.00  lower,  lamb  fully  $1.00  lower,  pork 
loins  8-16#  5O0-$1.OO  higher,  Boston  butts  4-8# 
unchanged,  spareribs  3#  down  $1.00  lower. 

Veal  supply  was  only  moderate,  while  other 
classes  of  fresh  meats  were  offered  in  normal 
volume.  Beef  in  the  main  was  Good  to  average- 
Choice  quality.  Lamb  carcasses  weighing  35-55# 
comprised  the  bulk. 

Trading  on  beef  carcasses  was  only  moder- 
ately active  at  best.  Most  interests  in  the 
trade  concentrated  on  forequarters  and  equiva- 
lent cuts,  particularly  chucks  which  advanced 
$2.00.  Rounds  and  loins  were  slow  and  weak. 
All  weights  and  grades  of  veal  were  slow  and 
prices  lower  for  the  second  straight  week.   Car- 
cass lamb  trade  was  slow  as  most  product  sold 
in  primal  cuts.  All  cuts  cleared  evenly  through 
mid-week,  ribs  slowing  somewhat  in  the  late 
trade.   Fresh  pork  trade  generally  slow,  however, 


loins  worked  higher  on  early  sessions  but 
most  of  the  upturn  erased  after  Tuesday. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Steer  and  heifer  car- 
cass beef  sold  steady  to  500  lower  with  the 
exception  of  Standard  steer  and  all  heifer 
steady  at  San  Francisco  and  Standard  steer 
weak  to  $1.00  lower  in  the  Portland-Seattle 
area.   Cow  beef  was  steady  to  $1.00  lower 
except  in  the  Los  Angeles  area  where  moder- 
ate late  week  supplies  contributed  to  a  steady 
to  500  higher  trend.   Calf  sold  mostly  steady 
in  Los  Angeles,  calf  and  veal  weak  to  $1.00 
lower  in  San  Francisco,  steady  to  $1.50  higher 
in  Portland  and  Seattle.  Lamb  was  weak  to 
$1.00  lower  in  California  with  most  decline 
in  Los  Angeles  but  sales  were  steady  in  the 
Pacific  Northwest.   Pork  prices  continued 
in  an  irregular  pattern,  fresh  loins  steady 
to  $2.00  higher,  all  other  fresh  and  cured 
items  steady  to  $2.00  lower  except  spareribs 
$2.00-3.00  lower  in  Los  "Angeles. 

Offerings  of  steer  beef  were  fairly 
liberal,  Good  grade  most  plentiful;  heifer 
and  cow  beef  in  near  normal  volume,  calf 
moderate,  lamb  above  normal,  pork  moderate. 
In  general,  supplies  of  all  meats  were  fully 
adequate  for  a  fair  demand. 

CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

CHICAGO,  DENVER,  OMAHA,  NEW  YORK  AND 
PHILADELPHIA  -  Below  normal  supplies  and 
higher  live  costs  influenced  upturns  on  steer 
and  heifer  beef.  Trading  was  slow  early  and 
only  moderately  active  at  mid-week.  Eastern 
wholesale  centers  confined  trading  to  mid- 
week sessions  since  holidays  were  observed 
both  early  and  late  in  the  week.   The  week's 
trend  on  Choice  steer  beef  was  5O0-$2.OO 
higher,  mostly  $1.00-1.50  higher.   Good  sold 
5O0-$1. 50  higher.   Heifer  beef  prices  were 
$1.00-2.00  higher,  mostly  $1.00-1.50  up. 
Cow  beef  sold  steady  to  500  lower  with  the 
trend  $1.00  lower  at  Denver.   Clearance  was 
broad  on  beef  offerings. 

Trading  was  slow  and  prices  declined  on 
fully  normal  supplies  of  carcass  lamb.  Clos- 
ing prices  were  $1.00-2.00  lower.   Clearance 
was  generally  complete. 

Supplies  of  pork  products  were  normal 
and  price  trends  were  uneven.   Pork  loins 
were  $1.00-1.50  higher  at  Omaha  but  steady 
to  500  lower  at  Chicago  where  prices  advanced 
sharply  late  in  the  previous  week.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET   REVIEW 


Trading  on  greasy  domestic  worsted  wools 
in  the  Boston  market  was  severely  restricted  due 
to  the  short  supply.   Prices  continued  strong 
with  a  good  demand  for  graded  3/8s  and  quarter- 
blood  fleece  wools. 

Turnover  of  woolen  wools  and  noils  was 
very  slow  at  steady  prices. 

Activity  in  the  Territory  and  fleece  wool 
states  was  dull  while  occasional  sales  of  fall 
wools  in  Texas  sold  at  strong  prices. 

Cabled  reports  at  mid-week  showed  the  Aus- 
tralian market  firm.  There  was  good  general 
competition  between  England,  France,  the  United 
States  and  Japan  with  a  good  clearance.  Quota- 
tions on  combing  wools  from  South  Africa  were 
very  strong  due  to  limited  offerings  resulting 
from  the  severe  drought  in  that  area.  Medium 
and  short  wools  were  unchanged  with  France  and 
the  United  States  dominating  and  some  interest 
from  Japan  and  England.  In  New  Zealand  there 
were  a  few  forward  sales  of  slipes  and  carpet 
wools  for  shipment  to  the  United  States  as  the 
local  trade  awaited  the  opening  of  auctions  Oc- 
tober 17  at  Dunedin.  Trading  in  South  America 
was  dull.  Shearing  was  well  under  way  in  Uru- 
guay this  week. 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  the 
average  price  received  by  farmers  for  wool  on 
September  15,  1962  was  44.70  per  grease  pound. 
This  compared  to  45.10  for  August  15,  1962  and 
42.00  for  September  15,  1961. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Medium  fleece  wools  con- 
tinued in  good  demand  with  limited  offerings 
available  at  strong  prices. 

Territory  Wools  -  Greasy  northern  Cali- 
fornia  58/60s  fall  wool  sold  at  an  estimated 
clean  price  of  800  delivered  East. 

Texas  Wools  -  A  few  cars  of  fine  fall 
Texas  wools  sold  at  strong  prices  estimated 
around  $1.00  clean  basis,  delivered  East.  Some 
dealers  estimate  one  million  pounds  of  fall 
wools  remain  unsold  in  Texas. 

Mohair  -  There  were  occasional  sales  of 
adult  mohair  at  66§-0  and  kid  hair  at  $1.06|  to 
the  warehouse  but  trade  was  generally  dull  in 
Texas  and  Boston.  All  grades  of  mohair  tops 
were  moved  for  domestic  consumption  in  the  lo- 
cal market. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Spot  foreign  wools  were 
slow  this  week  and  offerings  were  limited. 
Cabled  reports  at  week's  end  follow  with  comb- 
ing wools  converted  to  clean  U.S.  oil-combed 
yields  and  short  wools  to  scouring  yields,  in 
bond.

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Refrigerated  stocks  of  meat  and  meat  products  totaled  358  million  pounds  on 
October  1,  a  decline  of  42  million  from  a  month  earlier.     This  compared  with  a  9-million 
pound  decline  a  year  earlier  and  the  5-year  average  decline  of  26  million  pounds.     These 
stocks  were  6  percent  below  those  of  October  1,  1961,   and  1  percent  below  the  5-year 
average.     October  1  stocks  of  beef,   at  146  million  pounds,  were  up  8  million  compared 
with  a  3-million  pound  increase  a  year  earlier.     Total  pork  holdings  declined  44  million 
pounds,   compared  with  a  9-million  pound  decline  during  September  1961  and  the  average 
reduction  of  25  million  pounds.     Stocks  of  pork  were  7  percent  above  a  year  earlier, 
but  were  3  percent  below  average.     Frozen  pork  totaled  107  million  pounds,  a  decline  of 
42  million  pounds,  while  cooler  pork,  at  30  million  pounds,  was  3  million  pounds  less 
than  September  1.
